SUNDAY CHURCH SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


Several weeks ago an announcement was made 
by Dr. Roy G.Ross which should bring comfort 
and cheer to all who are concerned for the 
cause of Christian teaching. It seems that 
for the first time in several years the rate 
of increase in Sunday church school enroll- 
ment surpassed the rate of increase of both 
church membership andof general population. 


During the two-year period 1947-1949 Sunday 
church school enrollment increased 7.03 per 
cent. During the same time, church member- 
ship gained 5.8 per cent, according to fig- 
ures compiled by Christian Herald. The 
United States population increased approxi- 
mately 3.6 per cent, according to estimates 
of the United States Bureau of Census. 


The total number of Sunday church schools in 
the United States in 1949 was 243,454 with a 
total enrollment of 28,893,789. The total 
enrollment is made up of 26,438,849 pupils 
and 2,454,940 officers and teachers. 


AMERICA FOR CHRIST 


On Sunday, February 25, ‘every church in the 
American Baptist Convention will be invited 
to take part in the observance of "America 
For Christ" Sunday. This Sunday is being 
set aside to emphasize the significance of 
the work American Baptists are doing in Home 
Missions and Christian iducation. This will 
be an occasion on which the pastors will 
have opportunity to preach special sermons 
in which they tell of the great accomplish- 
ments we have achieved through home missions 
and Christian teaching, and of the needs 
which we face as Baptists to improve, extend, 
and strengthen these services. 


This will also be the occasion for explain- 
ing to the members of our churches and 
church schools the perilous financial situa- 
tion in which our Home Mission Societies and 
The Board of Education and Publication find 
themselves this year. As a solution to this 
problem the denomination has recommended 
that a Special Offering be taken in connec- 
tion with the "America For Christ" obser~ 
vance on February 25. More detailed infor- 
mation about the offering and the circum- 
stances which make it so imperative will be 
found in the "Question and Answer" booklet 
and other material which have been sent to 
every pastor and Sunday church school super- 
intendent in our denomination.

JM IDCENTURY Warm eee Cisse ON Cea AND Yours 


The President of the United States called 
the Midcentury White House Conference, which 
was held in Washington, December 3-7. The 
following persons from our National Staff 
were invited and attended as delegates of 
the American Baptist Convention: Dr. Benja- 
min Browne, Reve Forrest Fordham, Alice 
Andrew, Marion Brawm, Florence Stansbury , 
and Lois Blankenship. Several other Bap- 
tists attended as representatives of various 
state organizations. 


The delegated Conference of nearly 6,000 
persons was representative of all national 
and state agencies concerned with the men- 


tal, physical, and spiritual welfare of 
children and youth. The Conference work was 
concerned with those factors which make for 


healthy personality development. 


This was the fifth in the series of White 
House Conferences. The first two conferences 
were concerned chiefly with the problems of 
particular groups of socially disadvantaged 
children; the next two gave major attention 
to certain social and economic aspects of 
the well-being of American children. Nowa 
new concept of children's needs brought a 
new emphasis to the fifth Conference that 
has to do with the qualitative aspects of 
human relations. 


The National Committee which spent many 
months in preparation for the Conference 
drew up a statement to guide the fact- 


finding effort; the fact-finding staff fol- 
lowed this directive in gathering material 
for the Conference. Christian education 
leaders will be interested in their state- 
ment of directive: 


"The Midcentury White House Conference 
on Children and Youth bases its con- 
cern for children on the primacy of 
Spiritual values, democratic prac — 
tice, and the dignity and worth of 


every individual. Accordingly, 
purpose of the Conference shall be to 
consider how we can develop. in chil- 
dren the mental, emotional, and spir- 
itual qualities essential to individ- 
val happiness and to responsible citi- 
zenship, and what physical, economic, 
and social conditions are deemed ne- 
cessary to this development. 


"To do this the Conference shall: 


(a) bring together in usable form per- 


tinent Ilmowledge related to the 
development of children and indi- 
cate areas in which further kmowl- 
edge is needed; 


examine the environment in which 
children are growing up, witha 
view to determining. its influence 
upon them; 


(d) 


(c) 
..the school, 
health. and 


study the ways.in which the home, 
the church, the. law, 
welfare agencies, and 
other social institutions, indi- 
vidually and. cooperatively, are 
serving the needs of children; 


(d) formulate, through cooperative ef- 
forts of laymen and specialists, 
proposals for the improvement of 
parental, environmental, and insti- 


tutional influences on children;

MONK IN ARMOUR, by Gladys H. Barr. Abingdon-

Most people have heard the dramatic ac- 
count of Martin Luther nailing his theses 
to the church door, and know that this 
act was an important event in the Refor-= 
mation. But for many of us it is an iso- 
lated event. MONK IN ARMOUR is an absorb- 
ing story of Luther's life. In addition 
to being vividly told, it shows the hap- 
penings in Luther's life, and the condi- 
tions in Christian churches, that led him 
to take the stand he did. The story also 
shows the good results that followed, and 
the mistaken ideas of Luther's teachings 
that for a time led to excesses against 
which he had to fight. 


Luther will always be a real person, and 
an admired one, to readers of this book, 
and our Protestant heritage will be 
better understood and appreciated. This 
is a book for adults and is especially 
good for a teacher's reading and back- 
ground.

YOUTH'S PART IN AMERICA FOR CHRIST 


Young people have always been willing to 
do their part in any special project which 
the church undertakes. Iet the adult adviser 
present the challenge and if there is a real 
need, youth will rally around. 

In 1947 and 1948 our denomination pro- 
jected a Crusade for Christ through Evan- 
gelism. The young people were asked to launch 
the Crusade in the local churches, thus be- 
ginning the period of the special effort. 
About 700 young people answered the call to 
take specialized training in order to lead 
local church youth programs. An estimated 
15,000 young people in the churches actually 
participated in this evangelistic task. 

Again, during the Stewardship Advance 
the young people responded with their study 
classes on "Stewardship is Discipleship" and 
their pledge to give of their time, talent 
and treasure to God. 

Now our denomination is calling us to 
another great task. February 25th has been 
designated as "America for Christ" Sunday 
when a special offering will be taken for our 
Baptist Home Missions and for Christian Edu- 
cation. What will young people do in response 
to this call? Can they be made to realize the 
tragedy if we have to retreat in the impor- 
tant work which we are now carrying on? And 
retreat we must if wedo not raise an addi- 
tional $300,000 at this time. Many are al- 
ready doing all they can for Christ's work. 
But many others could do much more. 

Why not challenge young peoplé to give 
up their special entertainment for a couple 
of weeks, to lay aside the money they spend 
for unnecessary things, or to endeavor to 
earn extra money over two different weekends 
and to bring a special offering on "America 
for Christ" Sunday. Let young people once 
more prove that it can be done!

An audience of approximately 600 mini- 
sters and laymen recently witnessed the pre- 
miere showing of four new Cathedral pictures 
at the famous Walt Disney Studios. 


This audience applauded an inspiring 
missionary film, an unusual picture on ste- 
wardship, and two new episodes in the series 
on the LIFE OF ST. PAUL. 


Entitled IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF THE 
WITCHDOCTOR, the first film told the true- 
life story of a native of Africa, where the 
picture was photographed. The native is 
Mboola, whose mother braves the superstition 
incited by the powerful witchdoctor to take 
the youth to a Christian mission when he be- 
comes ill. 


It is reported that the cast and pro- 
duction crew of "“Witchdoctor" started each 
day's "shooting" with a prayer for God's 
guidance -- as has been Cathedral's practice 
with each production whether "shot" in 
Hollywood or elsewhere "on location." 


Again, seeking a greater degree of 
realism than a sound stage could provide, 
Cathedral went to a small Pennsylvania vil- 
lage to make FOR GOOD OR EVIL, a dramatic 
film lesson about money. Cameras went into 
the streets, homes, church, bank, hospital, 
and farms of Arendtsville and, while major 
roles are played by professionals, all 
others in the cast are among the town's 300 
residents.
